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CSUS, UCD offer 
teachers new option 


Emergency hires can 
obtain preliminary 
credentials during two 


summer sessions

CSUS and UC Davis are implementing a 
joint credentialing program this summer 
-that will allow teachers to obtain creden- 
tials over just two summers, combatting 
California’ s shortage of elementary-school 
teachers. 

The program is available for two pre- 
liminary credentials: Bilingual 
Crosscultural Language and Academic 
Development or Crosscultural Language 
and Academic Development. 

“Tt will be an earn-while-you-learn pro- 
gram,” said Rene Merino, chair of the de- 
partment of bilingual/multicultural educa- 
tion at CSUS. 

The program is geared toward teachers 
working with emergency-hire permits, for 
educators who hold bachelor’s degrees but 
lack all of the required course work to be 
fully credentialed. 


The $7,000 program will include five 
weeks of seven required courses starting in 
June 1998, and three weeks of five required 
courses in summer 1999. The classes will 
be held Monday through Friday at Davis 
and will include Saturday morning classes 
and online discussions. ; 

All of the courses will emphasize an 
understanding of the different cultures and 
languages that-are found in California 
schools. 

In addition, teachers will choose be- 
tween student-teaching internships or 
CSUS-supervised field experiences, dur- 
ing the fall or spring semester of the 1998/ 
99 school year. 


The courses will be taught by creden- 


tialed elementary teachers and teacher edu- 
cation faculty members from Davis and 
CSUS. 

“The teachers will have to be really 
dedicated to give everything up during those 
five weeks of classes,” said Kimberly 
Shaffer, a teacher with the teacher-intern 
program through CSUS and the Sacramento 
City Unified School District. “But, I think 
it’s good they’re offering the program be- 
cause we do need credentialed teachers and

Election Codes Task Force 
offers findings to ASI board

The Associated Students Inc. Board of Di- 
rectors returned from winter break to immedi- 
ately confront what was perceived as a poten- 
tially controversial issue following last year’s 
widely-debated presidential elections. 

ASI’s Election Code Task Force, which met 
several times over the break, presented their 
proposed changes of the ASTI election process to 
the board as a discussion item. 

David Shorey, a member of the appellate 
council responsible for issuing last year’s final 
ruling which awarded incumbent Sandra 
Schlemmer the presidency, said he was hesitant 
when the task force was originally formed 
because it was open to all students for participa- 
tion. 

‘“T was concerned some of the candidates or 
supporters of the candidates from last years 
election would attend in attempt to turn it into 
something political,’ Shorey said. 

However, Shorey said this situation did not 
materialize and the task force was able to deal 


CSUS warms up 
to new One Card

Here’s your chance to retake that old ID 
photo over again — and this time it’ ll come 
with much more. 

CSUS is currently issuing new ID cards, 
known as the One Card, in the South Read- 
ing Room of the Library from Jan. 28 to 
Feb: 12. 

Ronald Grant, university support ser- 
vices director, says the process of re-card- 
ing the entire CSUS student population is 
moving rather quickly. 

“The wait in line at the longest has not 
exceeded 35 minutes. The average wait is 
15 to 20 minutes,” said Grant. “That’s from 
the time they get in line until the time they 
get their card.” 

Mindy Macias, one of students who was

“My overall impression is that (the task 
force) did a great job,” he said. 

Shorey presented several recommendations 
to the board which had been removed from the 
task force proposal, including the re-instate- 
ment of punishment option by means of repri- 
mand to the election complaint committee. 

Shorey said he believed the reprimand had 
been ineffective in last years election complaint 
process because it lacked a strict definition. He 
proposed several specific options of fining con- 
victed candidates. 

Members also debated the case of the ASI 
president popular vote winner’s disqualifica- 


tion, which occurred in last years election. The 


question was whether the executive vice presi- 
dent-elect or the second place presidential can- 
didate should assume the office. 

Kim Shaw, director of social science and 
interdisciplinary studies, argued that the vice 
president candidate should not be forced to 
assume the duties of president because he or she

Crime hits campus over break 


Shooting and beating 
leave injuries, death

During winter break, on separate occasions, 
CSUS saw a beating that left one man in critical 
condition, and a shooting that left another man 


dead. 


On Jan. 12, at about 10:15 p.m., campus police 
- were notified of a fight in the north gym. Officers 
found Pape Kama, 23, a former CSUS student, 


Sacramento police officers. 


critically injured. Three suspects were taken into 


custody. 


“The altercation occured during what appeared 
to be a pick-up basketball game,” said Ann Reed of 
the university’s public affairs office. “They some- 
how entered the gym after it was locked.” 

The argument was reportedly over who would 
play on the court. Two of the basketball players 


used wooden chair legs to beat Kama. 


According to John Hamrick, campus police in- 
vestigator, exactly how the suspects entered the 
gym is under investigation. Kama is still in critical 
but stable condition and is on life support, he said. 

Sheldon Williams, Shawn Edwards and Michael 
Williams, all 26 and none affiliated with the 


universtiy, have been booked on charges of at- 


tempted murder.

Anthropology Museum 


loses funds,

After losing funds last May from the 
university’s State Lottery Fund Committee, 
the CSUS Museum of Anthropology has been 
forced to close its doors. 

According to George Rich, an anthropol- 
ogy professor who directed many of the 
museum’s exhibits, the reason for the loss of 
funding is a mystery. “It could be that there 
were other programs the committee felt were 
more important,” he said. 

However, museum supporters are con- 
tinuing to search for the help needed to re- 
open. 

“Though extremely frustrated and demor- 
alized by this situation, we are forging ahead 
with one final effort to obtain a reasonable 
level of institutional support,” said George 
Rich, professor of anthropology. “After two

years of funding, suddenly we were turned 
down.” 

According to Rich, the museum has: al- 
ways received strong moral support from 
President Donald Gerth and university ‘ad- 
ministration. CSUS is attempting to find 
matching funds to take the place of the lottery 
grant, he said. 

“By mid-February, we will have forwarded 
a comprehensive plan through our Dean to 
Provost (Jolene) Koester’ s office,” said Rich. 
“That plan will spell out the museum’s desire 
to establish a permanent exhibit on North- 
Central California Indians and request the 
money needed to revive the An-My Le ex- 
hibit for fall '98.” 

Museum officials envision the North-Cen- 
tral California Native American exhibit to 
fitting in with fourth-grade curriculum and

were notified of a man waving what ap- 
peared to be a handgun in the Goethe 
Arboretum at the J Street entrance of 
campus at about 8:30 a.m. 

*’Fhe man was in the creek bed on the J 
Street side of the arboretum’s chain-link 
fence, reportedly waving the gun around 
and talking to himself. 

According to Reed, the man, later iden- 
tified as Tommy Carl Valdez, 29, did not 
comply with campus plice when asked to 
drop the weapon. Campus police then 
called the Sacramento Police Department 
for assistance. 

“The suspect began walking toward 
Sacramento police officers and pointed 
the gun at an officer,” Reed said. 

Sacramento police then fired multiple 
shots at Valdez, killing him instantly. 
Valdez’s gun turned out to’be fake. 
Valdez, who had a warrant for a proba- 
tion violation at the time of the shooting,

While the campus was relatively empty 
that day, the incident was reminiscent of 
a stand-off that occured last spring be- 
tween Sacramento S.W.A.T. team and a 
man who allegedly had a gun inside 
Lassen Hall and was threatening to go on 
a shooting rampage. The suspect was 
taken into custody, but no weapon was 
found.

CSU trustees OK Cornerstones 


Trustees of the California State Uni- 
versity endorsed Cornerstones as an offi- 
cial planning framework for the future of 
the university system. Since June 1996, 
CSU officials have been trying to define 
their goals, values, priorities and expecta- 
tions. Cornerstones also suggests ways to 
implement adaptations to prepare for the 
challenges and changes that loom ahead 
in the 21st century, a press release states. 
The plan involved students, faculty, staff 
and administrators. 

Specifically, Cornerstones focuses on 
four objectives: clearly defining and as- 
sessing what students learn; ensuring ac- 
cess to higher education; creating finan- 
cial stability in the face of increasing 
enrollment and limited resources; and pro- 
viding system-wide accountability 
through public goal-setting and annual 
reporting.

Education and inspiration come 
in many forms, and they came to the 
Sacramento community last Mon- 
day in the forms of actors Danny 
Glover and Felix Justice, who pre- 
sented “An Evening with Langston 
and Martin.” 

‘Glover, whose movies include, 
“Grand Canyon,” “Lethal Weapon” 
and “Gone Fishing,” recited sev- 
eral poems by Langston Hughes, an 
African American poet who lived 
during the Harlem Renaissance and 
the Civil Rights movement. 

. Glover came out on stage in a gray 
pinstriped suit and began by asking that 
the house lights be turned up because 
he wanted to see the audience. 

Glover related Hughes’ history, 
noting that at age 15, young 
Langston was already the “class 
poet,” and that he turned to books in 
part to escape loneliness. 

MLISten: tose me,.2. YOungs 
people...books,” Glover said to the 
student portion of the audience. 

Glover said Hughes had an un- 
derstanding and depth that made 
his poetry accessible, and that he 
was aware of two important keys to 
life: having dreams and passion.

“You can’t get anywhere in life 
without passion,” Glover said. 

A few of Hughes’ notable poems 
read by Glover were “I Too Sing Of 
America” and Hughes’ signature 


poem written when he was only 18, - 


“The Negro Speaks Of A River.” 

Several young men in the audi- 
ence could be heard quietly reciting 
along with Glover, “My soul has 
grown deep like the rivers.” 

Justice, a stage actor for more 
than 30 years, portrayed the Rev. 
Martin Luther King. He took the 
audience “back to Memphis,” to the 
congregation where King spoke out 
against violence, racism, worker ex- 
ploitation and the Vietnam War. 

The material covered in the 
speech, first given by King the night 
before his assassination in 1968, 
could have been the topic of aspeech 
given today. Twenty. years later, 
many of the issues mentioned con- 
tinue to confound society. 


The small audience responded 
well to Justice throughout his inter- 
pretation of King. Audience mem- 
bers were especially interactive af- 
ter phrases such as “we shall over- 
come,” by responding with “amen,” 
allowing the audience to experi- 
ence Justice as if he were King 
speaking to his assembly. 

Although “there have been some 
bumps in the road, we need to focus 
on the gains King made,” Justice 
said. 

At the end of the performance, 
Justice and Glover participated in a 
question-and-answer session, but 
not before the audience gave them 
both a standing ovation. 

One CSUS theater arts student 
expressed her dismay at the low 
turnout for the performance, say- 
ing that Glover and Justice are 
both good role models, there to 
talk about important issues, and 
that the auditorium should have 
been be packed. 

Immediately after the perfor- 
mance, Glover had to catch a plane 
and Justice was off to do a solo 
performance, both meeting up in 
New Jersey to continue their tour, 
which is in its fourth year. 

Glover and Justice encouraged the 
audience to continue to work together

“Great Expectations,” based on 
Charles Dickens’ classic novel, will 
undoubtedly take the average audi- 


ence and turn them into lovers of art 


and believers in fate. 

Finn Bell, played by Ethan Hawke, 
tells the story of his childhood and 
the unusual assortment of people that 
shape and ultimately control the route 
of his life. 

Raised by his older sister 
Maggie and “Uncle” Joe in a fish- 
ing community on Florida’s Gulf 
Coast, Finn is surrounded by.a 
world of harsh reality and near 
poverty. While his young life is 
filled with reflections on his aban- 
donment and crude reminders of 
his lower-class standing in soci- 
ety, Finn is inspired by the colors 
of the nature about him, which he 
records in drawings and abstract 
paintings. 

When Finn is accosted and threat- 
ened by an escaped convict, played 
by Robert De Niro, his life is for- 
ever changed. Finn is harshly fazed

Saturday visits with the eccentric 
Ms. Dinsmoor and her enticingly- 
angelic niece, Estella, give Finn a 
reason to paint. His unrequited love 
for Estella, whether he knows it or 
not, gives him a reason to live.

album that delivers both pure in- 
trigue and unforgettable perfor- 
mances from musical masters like 
Tori Amos, Chris Cornell, The 
Verve Pipe and The Grateful Dead.

Sac State guard Julie Wastell led 
all scorers with 25 points, and 
Michelle St. Clair was strong coming 
off the bench to score12 points in the 
Hornets’ 81-73 loss to the Lady Bob- 
cats. 

The Hornets were trampled under 
the boards as Montana State racked 
up 62 rebounds to Sac State’s 39. The 
Lady Bobcats’ front three had 34 
boards and posted two double- 
doubles. 

Tennyson Ballek led all MSU scor- 
ers with 24 points on 9 of 17 shoot- 
ing. She crashed the glass, collecting 
10 rebounds. Montana State’s Natalie 
Smith hauled down 16 boards and 
scored 18 points in the Lady Cats 
second conference victory. 

The Hornets’ offense generated 
just six assists against MSU’s de- 
fense. Their offense turned the ball 
over 22 times. 

But the Hornet defense came alive 
in the second half, holding the Lady 
Cats to 31 percent shooting. How- 
ever, Sac State couldn’t overcome 
Montana State’s eight-point halftime 
lead. 


On Saturday, the Hornets (4-14, 
1-8) got another workout, this time in 
Ogden, Utah, as they made their final 
stop on a two-game road trip, facing 
the Wildcats of Weber State (6-14, 6- 
4). CSUS found no love in the Bee- 
hive State as the Wildcats trounced 
the Hornets 90-71. 

The Wildcats had four players 
score in double figures. Brianna 
Kanongata came off the bench to 
register a double-double and led all 
Weber State scorers with 19 points 
and 13 rebounds. f 

Sac State’s backcourt tallied nearly 
half of the team’s points. Julie 
Wastell, the game’s leading scorer, 
put up 20 points. 

Kristen Niemann had 15 points 
and Michelle St. Clair came off the 
bench to score 11 in the Hornets’ 
losing effort. The Hornet guards were 
so busy scoring they couldn’t give up 
the rock, posting only seven total 
assists. 

Weber State’s Sunny Robinson 
and Tori Allen scored 14 and 11 points 
respectively as the Wildcats domi- 
nated the glass, out-rebounding the 
Hornets 46-31.

cteating an outreach program to 
schools in the Sacramento region. 
The museum opened in 1995. After 


- sharing in the university’s state lottery 


funds, officials focused on the concep- 
tion and design of community-centered 
exhibits. It attracted over 25,000 visi- 
tors from other communities as well as 
thousands of students. 

‘For years the museum and its 
exhibit program has functioned with- 
out regular staff — largely on the 
backs of student interns and volun- 
teers, and a couple of the anthropol- 
ogy faculty who have donated count- 
less late nights and weekends of their 
time,” said Rich. “We need a full- 
time curator and at least a part-time 


director. We cannot do it without 
staff positions,” he added. 

Staff of the museum lament its 
closure. 

“T think it is really sad for the 
university and the community,” said 
Carol Dunston, museum curator for 
the past two years. “I think there was 
a real need. The closing of the mu- 
seum affected the students, school 
and Sacramento community. It was a 
way to get to know people in the 
community.” 

The museum is hoping to feature 
“Return to Vietnam: Reflections on a 
Lost Homeland” by An-My Le in Fall 
1998. Le, a recipient of a Guggenheim 
Award for photography, has volun- 
teered to continue with the project, 
despite the museum’s situation.
